OCTOBER ON THE FARM. 


This again is a busy month on the farm. 
The harvest is in full progress, and that 
will necessarily occupy a good deal of time, 
and in addition to this, a great variety of 
work suggests itself that should be pushed 
ahead with vigor. On many farms the 
drains will be found to be choked up, or 
partly filled by neglect and the rank sum- 
mer growth along their margins.

FROST HELPS THE FARMER. 


Ir this climate winter rarely sets in 
until from frequent and heavy rains the 
ground is pretty thoroughly saturated 
with water. It would be a misfortune to 
the agriculturist to have the soil freeze 
solid and permanently for the season on 
the heels of a drouth. 
would fail in the winter time, and the ac- 
tion of frost could not prove so beneficial 
to the land as if larger quantities of water 
were present in it. Few take note of the 
actual effect of the freezing and thawing 
upon all kinds of soil, more especialiy on 
the heavy and therefore retentive ones. 
These most need the action of the frost 
and neture has provided for them‘to re- 
ceive it to a greater extent than naturally 
light, porous soils. ‘The water is dispers- 


ed all through the pores of the soil, and 


by its expansion when frozen it cracks,/| 


pulverizes, lifis apart the particles from 
each other, to a more minute degree than 
it is possible to accomplish by any ma- 
; While this action is favorable 
to the extension of the roots of plants, it 
doubtless sets free much plant fuod which 
is physically so combived as before to be 
unavailable as fertilizers. So the loose:

be the action of frost upon it. On 
heavy lands, spaded gardens and plowed 
fields Inte in autumn are signs of good 
husbandry.—Zitwral New Yorker.

Seeding with Rye, to Plough in. 


Much of our light land may be im-) 


proved by ploughing in a green crop, and 
perhaps nothing will answer better for 
this purpose than winter rye. The ex- 
pense of the seed is but small for an acre, 
a bushel being sufficient, and if we get a 
good growth it will afford a large amount 
of foliage by the last of June next, when 
it may be rolled down and turned under, 
unless the owner thinks it too valuable to 
be used for that purpose, as very many 
do. Bat taking a common sense view of 
the matter, in what way can a man enrich 
his light land so cheaply as by this? An 
acre of good rye or buckwheat turned un- 
der the sod, is fully equal to ten, if not 
fifteen loads of barnyard manure. The 
ploughing and getting it in, with the sced, 
we think will not cost more than six, or 
seven dollars, and the land will feel the

CHARCOAL FOR FATTENING TURKIES.

Not feeling inclined to-day to go up to 
Jerasalem to worship, and remembering 
that * not in this mountain or any other 
are the true worshippers,” I took a Sab- 
bath day journey to Sachem's Hill, inthe 
porth part of Quincy—otherwise called 
Moswetusct—which signifies, we are in- 
formed, a bill in shape of an arrow’s head.

<o by looking easterly, just before crossing 
Neponset Lbridee, going toward Boston. 
They will notice the large trees and small 
trees are just in the right place with the 
thape of the land to form what its name 
implies—Arrow Head Hill. Its northern 
extremity, is a rocky peint, reaching to the 
waters of Neponset River. This little 


eminence is covered with savin trecs— 


some of which are of great beauty of form. 
Kfforts have been made to transplant 
them to gentlemen's front yards, as orna- 
mental trees, but withent success. 

The land on its southerly side, now salt 
marsh, has the appearance of ence being 
covered with a dense forest of large trees. 
Probably no trees have grown here for 
centuries ; yet many of the stumps are in 
a good state of preservation; the wood 
has the appearance of white cedar. 

The view from its highest point is grand ; 
taking in Blue Hills, Milton Hill, Dor- 
chester, Squantum, Boston, the Islands in

HEROISM OF WOMEN. 


October 21st. This is the thirty-second 
anniversary of the pro-Slavery mob in| 
Boston. One of the “ respectable dailies "| 
of that time said it differed somewhat from 
common mobs, its leaders were “ gentle- 
men of property and standing.” 

The immediate resu'ts of this mob, was 
the routing of some thirty or forty ladies ; 
the destruction of one panel-door ; a sign | 
board six feet long, and dragging Mr. 
Garrison through some of the streets of

The Boston Female anti-Slavery So-| 
ciety having been denied the use of Sev-| 
eral other places, met that day in a small | 
hall, No. 46 Washington street. Mr. |

ing. The street was densely packed, 
and the outeries of the mob was various. 

The ladies meeting had been called to| 
order. ‘The rioters were pressing up the | 
stair-way, while the President, Miss Mary | 
Parker, was engaged in prayer, ina strong 
clear voice. One who was present, said, 
“] shall never forget it. It was thrilling 
beyond deseription ; evineing the utmost 
trust in God, and a complete serenity of 
‘thanked God, that while

none to make afraid.’ ”

tered the hall, and received some import-| 
ant-suggestions from the ladies in refer-| 
ence to his civil duties.

A writer to the Homestead says, if 
the following statements. and recipes 
prove valuable to any of my fellow farm- | 
ers, it will give me satisfaction to have | 
furnished them.

live Ignoring this law of nature is the 


cause of so many transplanied trees dy- 
ing. If the north side is exposed to the 
south, the heat of the sun is too great for 
that side of the tree to bear, and therefore 
it dries up and decays.” 

The American Agriceulturist says “ We 


quote this 85 a sample of the * prof ane aud 
old wives’ fables’ that are circulated in 
the farmer's column of some of our con- 
temporaries. The assertion that the 


chance of the side of a tree from north to 


south in transplanting affects the chances 


of its living, is without avy basis of facts 
suilicient to support it. It may or may 


be true. We believe it has as little to do 
with the life of a tree as the phase of the 
moon at the time cf transplanting. and 
the assertion is calculated to do injury by 
diverting attention trom the causes which 
do make new plantations failures. These 
are the loss of too many of the fine reot- 
lets in taking up the tree, the drying of 
the roots in removal, the want of drain- 
age and preparation of the soil, careless 
handling and planting, want of mulching, 
and the prevalence of severe drying winds | 
immediately afier planting. These evils 
ure not to be remedied by a piece of red 
chalk or the skin of a black cat

The thread was 
woren into cloth by their mother, who 
accordingly, was called the weaver, or 
the wife: and another remnant of this old 
truth we discover in the word “ heir- 
loom,” applied to any ok} piece of furni- 
ture which has come down to us from our 
ancestors,—and which, thotigh it may be 
achair, or bed, shevws that a loom was 
once 2 most important article in every 
house. ‘Thas the word “ wife” means 
weaver; snd in the word itself is wrapped 
up 4 hirt of earnest, in-door, stay-at-home 
occupations, #¢ll Stted for her who bears 
the name,

New ano Beactiret Monument. 
The following description of a new and 
costly monument recently erected in Mt. 
Auburn is now attracting the attention of 
all who visit that beautiful cemetery. 

“ It will be recollected that Paran Ste-| 
vens purchased a lot of land a few years 
since, near the gate at Mount Auburn,| 
containing over two thousand feet. Mr.! 
Stevens at that time built upon this land | 
a large underground tomb, and enclosed 
the lot with a massive granite curb of | 
edging. The tomb has a flat roof upon | 


ed

which there has recently been constructed | 


a heavy granite foundation. 
This is succeeded by a plinth of ham- 


ners, so carved as to represent the fect of | 
a large animal, which, with a small sub-| 
‘hase in the centre, support a massive 
Egyptian sarcophagus with heavy prom-| 
inent mouldings. deep scotia, fillets and| 
conspicuous beading. 

The lower portion cf the monument is 
surrounded by a large ogee, and embe 1}- 
lished by two clasps, one on each side, 
upon which are carved laurel leaves. It 
has also two richly sculptured shields on 
the centre of the sides which are highly 
ornamental. 

This is surmounted with a cap adorned 
with a large scroll at each end, connected 
by two beautiful festoons of laurel leaves 
with rosettes in the centre, and which, 
with a small turret embellished by a 
scroll, complete the structure. 

The whole is elegantly and elaborate- 
ly wrought, and for fitness of design and 
neatness of execution, is not surpass ed by 
any similar structure in the cemetery. 

The height of the monument is nine 
and one-half feet, and its weight, incluad- 
ing foundation, something over fifty tons. 
The work of enclosing the lot, building 
the tomb and erecting the monument, has 
been performed by L. M. Standish, Esq., 
of Boston, in a manner highly creditable 
to himself and satisfactory to his employ-| 
er. The sarcophagus, which is of white 
Concord granite, contrasts finely with the 


dark blue of the plinth and base. The 
stock was furnished and the design exe- 


euted by the Granite Railway Company 
of Quincy. 

The whole cost to Mr. Stevens, inclad- 
ing land, tomb, curbing lot, and erecting 
the monument, cannot be less than $20,-|

When dog out of the clay bank and ex-| 
posed to the action of fermenting manures | 
or of frost, pure brick clay crumbles into/ 
an almost impalpable powder ; and when | 
mixed with mech composts, absorbs, omni 
great avidity, the valuable gases and solu- 
ble mineral substances,yielding them up 
again only when attacked by the roots of | 
living plants. As an absorbent material | 
for compost heaps, (I repeat) 1 think it) 
has no equal; and when saturated with | 
the essence of manures and of guano, | 
think it has no superior for any purpose, 

especially on light or sandy soils. Ap- 

plied as a top dressing to grass, after hav- 

ing passed through the compost heap, its | 
effects will be found truly remarkable. | 
I formerly thought that leaf mould, wood’s | 
earth, and old sod were the most vala-| 
able materials, after stable manure, that | 
could be employed im the compost heap ;| 
but since I have discovered the virtues) 
of pure brick clay, I care but litle for} 
those substances, exeept as a useful ad-| 
dition to the clay. Give me a plenty of | 
pure clay and rich manure, and lean ea- 
sily despense with leaf mould and hotbed | 
material.— Dr. J. S. Houghton in Gard-| 
ner's Monthly.

GROUND AS MANURE. |. | 


Land may be manured by land. Where 
a soil is rich and deep, it may be carted | 
to another field where wanted, the same 
as manure, and the first field suffer mnie

quently see people remove rich soil to 
their gardens. The garden is benefitted, | 
especially where a garden is to be made, 
and the natural soil is poor. We have} 
known people to remove scores and scores 
of loads from their rich river flats, to their 
vellow knolis and lean fields, without in- 
jury to their flats, and with great benefit 
to the fields where applied. Such ma- 
nure, it must be understood, is lasting ;) 
and it gives consistency tothe soil. In 
a word, this method is only balancing! 
your soil—that is, making it all good.—

THE FARMER'S GRINDSTONE. 


There is no tool so essential to the} 
farmer and a very 
correct idea may be formed of the man- 
agement of the farm, by the appearance 
of thishomely but useful article. If the 
neighb@Eing saw or edge tool factory, has 
furnished one of its cast off “ hubs,” 
which is hung on a wooden shaft, and 
suspended in the crotch of a tree, or in a 
fence corner, you may rest assured that 
such a farm will not produce four hun-| 
bushels of potatoes, or forty bushels

rare, now-a-days, as this article has kept 
pace with the wonderful improvements 
in mowing machines and farming imple- 
ments generally. The old fashioned, un- 


finished stone, with square hole and un- 


certain grit, has been superseded by the 


finished stone, with self-adjusting shaft, 
friction rollers and treadie; so that one 
person can turn the stone, and grind any 


ordinary tool without assistance. i 

In olden times, the only grindstones in 
ute came from Newcastle, in England, 
end although very good for some pur- 
noses, they were not suitable for farmers’ 
use, the grit being too coarse. The Nova 
Scotia stones were next introduced, and 
found to be a great improvement on, the | 
Neweastle. The Ohio grindstones are! 
very largely used by the farmers and 
others throughout the West; although our 
Pennsylvania farmers prefer a good, blue, 
Nova Scotia stone; but recently a most 
excellent article has reached us from the 
shores of Lake Huron, having a. fine, 
sharp grit, leaving a fine edge and cutting 
pretty fast. 

lloping these remarks may induce our 
farmers to give this important tool the 
attention it deserves, a few hints how to 
put it in order may not be out of place. 

1. Always keep your grindstone under 
corer, as exposure to the sun’s rays har- 
dens the grit and injures the frame. 

2. Don’t let the stone run in water, or 
stand in water when not used, as this 
causes sof places where none exist; but 
allow the water to drip from a water pot, 
(an old white lead keg will answer,) fixed 
above the stone, and stop it off when not 
grinding. 

8. Clean off all greasy or rusty tools 
before sharpening; as grease or rust 
chokes up the grit; and always keep the 
stone perfectly round by razecing it off 
when necessary ; and finally, every far- 
mer should have a good grindstone of his 
own, always ready for use, and no one 
should be so improvident as to waste the 
cost of a stone by running to his neigh- 
bors to grind his tools. —Cor. Farm and 
Fireside. 

HOW TO HAVE MEALY POTATOES. 

Pare the raw potatoes and let them 
stand an hour or so in a basin of water, 
to which a pinch of salt has been added. 
Boil quickly, when done drain off the wa- 
ter carefully, and replace the potatoes 
upon the stove, in the same vessel in 
which they were cooked, te dry for five 
or ten minutes. When re ady to serve, 
take each potato and squeeze it gently— 
but not enough to destroy the form—in 
a dry napkin, and place immediately on 
the table. The squeezing in the napkin 
takes out all the water and leaves the 


potatoes that before were wet and heavy, 


dry, mealy and delicious.

An exchange has the following just and 
truthful remarks on an occasionally mis- 
understood subject ; : 

“The free tickets given to the press 
for places of public amusement, ete., are 
always paid for very liberally. As a 
rule, those who issue—not those who re- 
ceive—those tickets are the dead-heads, 
usually giving fifty cents for that which a 
five gollar bill would adequately pay for. 
So long as the newspaper editor is ex- 
pected io give liberal notices of entertain- 
ments before they oceur, and then fellow 
these with a general poff after the show 
is over, he certainly has no place in the 
dead-head elassitieation. Jndeed. in nine 
cases out of ten the editors would be glad 
to receive half-pay for their work and pay 
two prices for the free ticket. They cer- 
tainly would make money by the opera- 
tion. We may add a few remarks on the 
general subject of advertising. The pub- 
lication of advert#ements is as mech in 
the business of a weal ane as the pabli- 
eation of the news, and an editorial notice 
which is designed to supply the place of 
or add value toa regular advertisement 
has even less claim to a gratuitous inser- 
tion than would such an advertisement. 
Yet there are those who ask just such 
gratuitous notices, and this almost as 4 
matter of right. If these same persotis 
should be asked fo make a present of a 
dozen yards of muslin to each purchaser 
of a merino dress, or a dellar’s worth of 
sugar to whoever bought three pounds of 
tea, or half a doven free tickets to whe 
ever engaged twenty seats at a concert, 
they would resent the demand as an in- 
sult. Yet why should not their wages be 
given away as freely as should and are 
the products of the editor's and publish- 
er’s Ixbor and capital? The merchant 
makes his profit and living by selling his 
goods, The publisher of a newspaper 
iiakes his by selling his advettising col. 
omns, not by giving them away, and 
when he does thus give them in aid of a 
publie library or other beneficent object, 
he deserves thanks as a publie benefactor, 
and not insults as a “ dend-head.”

SPECIALITIES IN FARMING. 


The age of Home*pun is past, and the 
tendency of society is now very strong]; 
in the direction of the division of labor. 
Men confine 


to the 


themselres more and more 
doing of one thing as a means of 
livelihood. This is more manifest in 
other callings than in that of husbandry, 
but it is beginning to be felt even in this. 
Fifty years ago, the farmer mainly cloth- 
ed as well as fed his family, furnished 
lights and feel, and did the most of his | 
own tinkering and cobbling. One by one | 
mechanics and manufacturers have come 
to his aid, until be has little else to do 
but till the soil. Long ago, the spinning 
wheel, cards and loom disappeared from 
the kitchen, and are now only looked for 
in the lumber of the garret. Tin candle 
moulds drove out candle rods and dips, 
and whale oil and petroleum banished 
tallow candles. Anthracite has taken the | 
place of wood at many a farmer's fireside, 


and the forest is only valued for timber. | Supplements, 


He no more sleds wood in winter, and his 


wife goes wool gathering among maga- 
zines and quarterlies, rather than among 
Saxony and South Down fleeces. In- 
stead of the general farming which was 
once almost universal in the North and | 
East, we have now many specialities in | 
husbandry, which are becoming more | 
clearly defined. This, no doubt, has its 
advantage in pecuniary results, but we | 


are not so clear about its influence upon 
manhood. 


powers of body and mind. The modern 
gymnasium could hardly put the body 
into more postures, and better discipline 
every muscle. It sharpenod the wits, and 
developed the inventive faculties, so that 
the graduate of the farm was prepared 
for every emergency in life. He was not 
likely to find any new obstacles or diffi- 
culties that had! not been met and over- 
come in his early discipline. Possibly 
some substitute may be found for this 


training, but we are a little skeptical. | 


Iiowever that may be, there is no mis- 
taking the tendency of farm life in our 
country to a division of labor. In the 
vicinity of all our large towns and vil- 
lages, there has sprung up, within a few 
years, a distinct business, known as truck 
farming. A man buys a few acres, often 
less than ten, raises vegetables for the 
city markets, educates his family, gets a 


competence, and if the city grows fast) 


enough, leaves a fortune to his heirs by 
the rise of his real estate. Nearly allied 
to this, and sometimes united with it, is 
freit farming. Then there are whole 
farms devoted mainly to the production 
of some one article, as hay, onions, Lops, 
tobacco, etc. Then there is the produc- 
tion of milk for the supply of the city; 
cheese farming and butter farming, and 
both combined ; sheep farming, and graz- 
ing to make beef. In the grain districts, 
the chief business is the production of 
wheat, oats, and corn for sale. This style 
of farming, no doubt, simplifies the busi- 
ness, and generally pays better. There 


will come, however, bad years, and defec- 


tive crops, and if the farmer stakes every- 
thing upon one product, he is liable to 
lose a year’s labor. This is a thing which 
never “happens in a varied husbandry.— 
American Agriculturist. 


{a Every farmer should keep on hand 
a supply of copper wire, and small pieces 
of sheet copper straps. Copper wire Is 
better than annealed iron wire ; it 1s al- 
most as flexible as twine, and may be 
bent and twisted as desired; and it will 
not rust. Copper straps nailed across or 
around a fracture or split in any wooden 
article, will strengthen it in a thorough 
manner.—Rural Affairs.
